Monks and Johnson, architects of 
New York, have completed a su r v e y 
of the Uuited States and prepared 
charts showing the relative i\>sts of 
labor, lumber and building material. 
Following is the preamble to their 
survey. 
•‘Increased activity in the last few 
weeks would seem to indicate that 
many have decided this is the time 
to 
build. 
The 
chart 
shows 
that 
building costs have fallen 
50 pet 
cent, since May, 1910. We are still 
admittedly, 
on

market. 
How far will the m a rk e t fall and 
when will the lo w point be reached? 
There are a few w ho believe prices 
will continue to decline until pre­ 
w ar prices art' reached, aud some 
who predict a quick revival of bus­ 
iness within the next twelve months 
and a corresponding rise in pric» s. 


“ When comparing the price move­ 
m ent caused by the World W a r with 
those of the Civil War, we find a 
rem arkable similarity, which, we be­ 
l i e r , will continue during the next 
ten years.
